THE LITTLE BANKS.

They Are a Menace fo the
People of This Great
City.

OUTLYING BANKS A DANGER.

Down Town Banks Receive Deposits
from One Dollar Up to
Thousands.

Not wishing to compete with the big
banks, Irrespotsible people nre starting
up sl banks in the outlying disteicts
of Chlengo, from time to time,  This
practice hine  had  disastrous  resulis
upon the business nnd Hoanclal Inter-
este of the entire clty.  Many hundrsd
sl business wen and traders have
Iwen rulned by this class of Instiin-
tlons,  The Pan Amerlean I= o shining
exnmple,

Thix nefarvlous practice shonld  be
stoppedd nndd the only way to stop It Is
by munlelpal legislntion.

A provislon ought to be made In the
clty charter anthorizing the city under
Ita police power to regulate the eatal-
Hshiment of banks and creating In
pursuance of this work a board for
the examinntion of all proposed new
banking concerns, Such a boand
should be given ample power to exam-
ine Into the finaucial standing of the
promoters of these [ostitutions, and
none should be allowed to be leensed
uniens such an could show assots ample
for the carrying on of thelr business,
sufficlent to cover the amount of their
deposits, und sound and substantinl
enough to thoroughly protect thelr
depositor.

There can be no question as to the
right and the justice of the city to
axercise such power under a properly
constructed charter provision. If the
clty has the right to regulate plumb-
ers, to regulate engineers, to reguiate
the eletrieal business, to regulate puwn-
brokers and the seores of other busl-
ness enterprises and  Industrles  over
which It exerclses unquestioned super
vising powers, It certninly ham o per-
fect right to regulnte the banking busl-
ness, which Is of far more Importance
than anything o the line of business
in the elty, beenuse upon the legitimate

and honest business methods of these | 52

fnstitutions depends the welfare of the
entive ¢lty In liw business and commor
cinl life, while methods of a conteary
Kind lndulged in by small, rresponsible
speculative concerns only  results  In
fulluves that Involve Injuriously the In-
terosts of the entire community, How
often have we seen It that the fallure
of one of these lttle banks, started
upon lusecnre and irresponsible founda-
tlons, und boomd by feaudulent and
false represcutations, have dragged
down to rain hundreds of good, hard-
working theifty and deserving cltisens,

The lleenses Issued by the examin-
Ing bonwd, which, of course, should he
composed of responsible citizens and
able financlers, should be of a charae-
ter that would be absolutely prohibi-
tive of all schemes and projects for the
establishment of phony concerns of thia
kind,

This would he welcomed by all souml
and  responslble  banking  houses,
whether private or natlonnl,

ROTTEN DEAD MEAT

Rapacious Beef Trust Continues
to Poison the People with
the Carrion Product.

COLD STORAGE A MENACE.

Frigidly Embaimed Meats Not Only
Almost Valueless as Food but
Are Actually Deleterious.

Theoretically  an organic snbstanes
Intemded Tor fomd way v Kept whole-
soie Indetindtely If subjectsd to o saf-
felently low temperature. This Is the
position taken by the oold storage in-
teresis,

Practically an organle substanee In-
temdind for fomd  froquently  becomes
tlntesl nod dangerous to bealth sl
life even when surroumdsd by the ehill-
Ing ntmosyhere of o cold storage plant.
This I= the reason why the Counell Ju-
tlelary Committes and the City Tealth
DPepartient eannot agree with the cold
storage  Interests, sigs the Evening
l'llﬂl.

The committes amd the health ofielnls
are giving the health of the people the
benetit of the doubt,  Even If all that
the cold stornge interests say n opposi-
tlon to the measure Just recommendoml
by the Jwliciary Committee be  true,
regulation of the cold storage plants by
the Health Department eannotl - work
uny hardship to those Buanclally ioter-
estenl In them.

The ordlnnnee simply proposes to 1l
cense these plants after they hiave been
found in a sanltary comdition ; to inspect
the foml stored therein: to have each
nrticle tagged amd dated =0 that s age
may be known: and to have the con-
tents of the plants lnspected when they
have been n stornge six months,

There  Ix nothing nnreasonnble in
The colld
storige experts tell us that unfit  food
never Is aceepted by them, and that
oo cannot deterlornte In colil storage,
though Kept there for years, Why, then,
wny opposition to fuspectlon,

The health of the cltizens s para-
mount.  Better ere on the slide of pro-
tecting the publie health thun on the
shile of private interests that can v
alectid by the proposid ordinanee only
where they are placing  the  publie
health In Joopumrdy,

Health Commissioner Whalen fluds
the greatest foe ol the publie health
ln the Beel Trust,

For seven months Dr. Whalen has
been trylng to get an ordinance through
the city councll forbldding the sale of
any slanughtered poultry, tish, gawe, or
any anlmal used for food purposes, ve-
frigevated or otherwise, “which bas not
been properly drawn and prepared by
removing the entralls at the tiwe of
slaughter,” Btornge men estlmated
that 5,000,000 pounds of meats In Chl-

[cnno warehouses would come under the

ban of this law,
Dr, Whalen's ordinance coutalus the

following provisions:

No fowls or other anlmnls to be put
In storage without the entralls being
removed.

Warchouses to be In saunitary condl-

An nunual lleense fee of $500, per-
mits to be lssued to warehouses only
after they had complied with the saul-

Retall grocers to exhibit storage
meats ln original packages from the
wirchouses, to show the age of the
food, and its history.

“Our lnspectors have found meats
two and three years old o the ware-
houses,”" Dy, Whalen sald,

Mo lmportant bas this subject become
that the Secretary of the Btate Boawrd
of Health, Dr, Jawmes A, Egan, has ad-
dressed the following communication
to the muyor of every ¢ty In Hilnols:

“I'he Hlinols Btate BDourd of Health,
acting 1o the Interest of the lves and
Liealth of the people, urgently recom-
wends to the mayors and elty councils
of ull citles and the presidents and
boards of trustees of all villages uud
to the health otficials In all parts of
the Btate, the enactment and enforce-
ment of ordinances prohibiting the sule
of poultry, fish, game, or any uuimal
usod for food that has not been prop.
erly cleansd  and drawn at the time
ol the slaughtering,

“The necessity for such ordinmnves
and thely enforcement ls plaluly Indls
cated by the rapldly growing custom
of storlng poultey, fish, and game con-
taluiug the eotralls and other viscera
nud ofering them for sale long perlods
of time after belng killed, and the

danger to public health caused by this
custom,

“It In known to all physiclans and
pliysinlogists that there are generated
in the body of any animal polsons of
the highest degree of toxlelty., The in-
testiues and other digestive organs con.
taln at all thmes materials which have
undergone putrefactive changes. |If
this materinl be perwitted to remain
In the body after death the polsons
generated may Infiltrate  the entire
flesh, making It dangerous to the per.
son who eats It. The body, In which
the viscera are permitted to remaln,
undergoes decomposition much more
rapldly than when such viscera have
been removed,  Decomposition Is fur-
ther hastened by leaving the blood In
the anhmal,

“It has become the custom of whole-
sale poulterers and packers to purchase
poultey during the early summer, when
the prices are lowest, and to keep It
in cold storage untll winter or until
the prices are highest. Such fowls are
killed without bleeding, often plucked
before death, and placed In cold stor-
age without removing the entralls and
other viscern. Frequently they are not
offersd for sale until several months
after killing.

“T'he process of decomposition and
putrefaction beglns at once. Cold stor-
age nnd freezing way llmit the rotting
process, but do not stop It. When
poultry or anlmals are taken from cold
storage and thawed out for exhibition
and sale the decomposition continues
with renewed energy, Impregnating the
fleah with polsons. Flesh In which the
blood has been permitted to remain Is
particularly susceptible to such dbcom-
position, and this susceptibility Is In.
creaved by the long period of freexing
and thawing,

“Even with poultry that Is ‘freahly
killed' there Is frequently a petriod of
severn]l days between the time of
slaughtering and sale. Not only Is It
dangerous, but it ls repugnant to our
senne of decency that the flesh we are
to eat shall lle for several daya in close
contact with putrifying anlmal matter,

“Undoubtedly undrawn poultry, flesh,
and game has cansed many cases of
poisoning which bave wroogfully been
uttributed to other causes, ‘The polson-
ing resulting often resembled that
cuused by other polsons administered
by persons or tuken with suleldal in-
tent.”
